How to Make Potato Butter 


Potato butter is ‘recommended by 
the British ministry of food 


as a 
cheap substitute for butter, being 
made in England at a cost of less 


than 10. cents per pound, as follows: 

“Peel the potatoes and boil until 
they fall to pieces and become floury. 
Th€n rub through a fine sieve into a 
warmed basin 14 ounces of potatoes 
and add 2 ounces of butter or mar- 
garine and-1 teaspoonful of salt. Stir 
until smpotlrand then mold into rolls 
and keep in a cool place. To make 
the appearance approvable use  but- 
ter coloring, and if intended to keep 
beyond a few days, a butter preser- 
vation should be added.”
